Another Domain. 
Principal Wallace went on to say 
that there is another great domain 
in life, that of the emotions. These 
are. if at alC only incidEr/.=;Iy re- 
lated to knowledge. Th«y may be 
direcUy or indirectly connected 
with our exercise of judgment, but 
they stand by themselves as potent 
factors in the determination of per- 
sonality and in the control of otir 
decisions in life. We are moved 
as well— at times w-e are moved 
mainly— by that complex of emo- 
tions and feelings ■«•hich go to make

Ethical problems connected v/ith 
the rflalion bctv/ecn "The Indivld- 
iiiil and ,S(x if1y," thf .subject of Ivor 
Willifirn.';' ;\'Mrc>R tonight, will be 
din■ll.^^(■d by tho Philosophical So- 
cicly in thf: Union Music Room at 
their .second meeting.

The di.îcii.î.sifjn 'A thf; moral i.îl';; 
position in time of wsr at the la.?t 
meeting of the club brought up the 
question of whether morality did 
not consist in mere obedience to the 
law ol the stale and whether it had 
no meaning beyond the state. The 
argument was then brought for- 
ward that morality could refer only 
to the relations of the ."nembers of 
particular states but not to the re- 
lations ol states. 

Man Naturally Moral? 

Another argume.-.t atlc-mpîed to 
show that il there ij a thing called 
"morality" that exists with refer- 
ence to the relations of Individuals, 
then it must also exist with refer- 
ence to the relatio.is of states. How- 
ever, according to the person who 
expressed this view, me.i are "mor- 
al" only because they cannot get 
along without one another; and so 
law-and custom are the embodiment 
of their so-called "morality", al- 
though by nature man is not a 
moral creature. 

In opening tonight's discussion 
Ivor Williams will attempt to bring 
before the club some of the many 
problems suggested at the previous 
meeting's discussion but he wiU 
deal with these problems as ques- 
tions relating to the role o£ the in- 
dividual in society. In this connec- 
tion the problem ol freedom will be 
particularly stressed. He will also 
dlscuîs whether there .nre ar.y ipe- 
cific~ areas where morality is strict- 
ly individual, what reipo::i:b:Ut;es, 
if any, the individual has as a mem- 
ber of society, to what e.xtent, if 
any, morality has a social basis; and 
throughout his address he will show 
how these con-^ideratioiis affect the 
Ireedom of the individual.

Hitler 
was now convinced by the Ru.ssian purge thai 

his ambition.-i in the East could not be rcnlizrd 
beyond the Soviet borders through the tech- 
nique of iiitonial di-sintegmlion whicli proved 
so successful in the case of Austria and Czecho- 
slovakia. Moreover, the feverish militarization 
of the Russian state, which from Iho very birth 
of the regime reflected a dread of foreign in- 
iervcntion. also convinced the German dictator 
that a frontal military assault would be 
dangerous. 

Placed in this awful predicament of not 
being able to retreat but fearing to advance, 
the Nazi regime did the only thing that could 
have been done under the circumstances— 
that was to send Ribbentrop to Moscow to 
guara.'.tee R'.issia's neutrality at practically any 
price. As we know now it was that price 
which made Russia a dominant power In 
Europe— a power which now seeks to express 
itself in the Scandinavian area. The utter des- 
peration in which the Nagi regime was forced 
to conclude this non-aggression pact exposed 
its great weakness in international politics. 
It must now look on helplessly while Russia 
encroaches upon her spheres of influence in 
the Baltic and in the Balkans. And the states- 
men of the Western democracies must also 
look on, somcv.'hat troubled and fearful, as 
Fi.'.Ia.'-.d is overrun by "the Red hordes." Our 
next discussion shall deal with the causes that 
lie behind this latter invasion.
